Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: for the reasons set forth under the Amendments 
section of this form and because the examiner disagrees with applicant's remarks. Applicant's major contention is that the reference 
Ragheb does not teach unsaturated polymers (see page 13 of Remarks). In response, it is the position of the examiner that the term 
unsaturated polymers can be interpreted to include any polymer that is unsaturated, that is any polymer that includes, for example, a 
double bond. There is no teaching in applicant's specification that an unsaturated polymer is specifically defined as one that has a 
saturated backbone and Ragheb teaches various "unsaturated" polymers that include, for example, double bonds (cols 11-12). Also, 
Ragheb does not specify what the monomers in question are polymerized/reacted with nor does Ragheb teach the ratio of such 
ingredients. Thus, it is not appropriate to assume that said monomers will produce "saturated" polymers. For these reasons, applicant's 
remarks are unpersuassive. Subsequently to applicant's remarks as well as the added limitations, the application is not placed in 
condition for allowance. 
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
